Have- 1 
hick ^^'iIsoll, member of i;arliaini'nt fori 
Middloshonmgh. a itadicaj, hut who was 
olecleil more particularly as a labor rep- 
resentntive, has been addressing nieel- 
inp< ;il Liverpool. lirisKiI, Newcastle 
aiul Clasgiiu-. The stewnnls and cooks. I 
il is said, liave Joineil forces witli. the. 
seamen, Imt the wage issued is not rath- 
er secondary to the recognition of the I 
union by Hie sliip-Dwners. .\ii offer loj 
ncgotinto hy the latlcM- would prohahly ;

Fearing that it would 
be unable to get a crew for tlie steamer 
Oceanic, on its regular sailing day, Jlon- 
dny. the Wlilu Star Lino Steamship 
Cninpniiy decided to have the men sign 
Thursday last, but the latter refused in 
a body. Tlie owners Ot tlie Dominion 
Line steamer Cambroman met "witii a 
similar experie<nce at LlTerpool. An of- 
ficial of the Firemen's Union is (luoted 
as saying that he believed the strike was 
iuovltnble, but thought it would onij last 
for a week, the ship-owners then "buing 
compelled at least to negotiate. The 
Shipping Gaiette, speaking for the ship- 
owners, says tliey are justified in ignor- 
ing the commuiucations from the men, 
because the union is an irresponsible lunl 
unrepresentative body.

NBBD FOB ACTION. 

W« yery greatly doubt tlu> cxpodionfj- 
«f l£r. W. B. Mclnnes, coinplyioi^ witli 
tlie appeal which tb<J G1oIh> makes to 
him. In commoa with our contemporary 
me desire to see a change of govern- 
ment brought about at the earliest pos- 
eible day, but would regret very much 
to eee any needless strain put apon con- 
stitntional usage, which is the oniy guar- 
antee the people hare that responsible 
government can be maintained. We 
concede the logic of the position that, if 
there "was suffleient evidence to satisfy 
the Lieutenant-GoTcmor to conclude that 
Mr. Turner had lost the confidence of 
the house, there is more than snlllcieiit to 
show that Mr. Semlin has also lost it; 
but as we deprecated the exercise by the 
Lieuteaant-Governor of the power to 
anticipate the action of the legislature 
then, BO we do notiuxge him to do so now. 
H he should (see fit to do so, it would 
not lie in the mouths of his present ad- 
Tisers or their supporters to object, and 
doubtlcBS public opinion would sustain 
hhn, in view of the unfortunate condi- 
tion ot affairs in tift provincfi. 

Thej'ti 18 one matter which can hardly- 
escape much longer the official notice 
of the liieutenant-Gorernor, and that is 
the charge against Mr. Cotton. Mr. Cot- 
ton is a member of His Honor's "offlcial 
family" as it has been termed und regard 
for eafety of administration of pub- 
lic aCairs and public confidence therein 
will mirely before long compel him to in- 
sist upon the fullest and most public ex- 
planation of the charge ot falsificiUion 
of the records or else upon rocoivinK the 
resignatiou of Mr. Cotton. Tlii.s wonld 
be a perfectly constitutional course, and 
if some action of this Mnd is not taken 
.■!0on the public will become very impa- 
tient. If any evil results should here- 
after befall the province through delib- 
erate falsifications of the records of the 
executive council by any one, it will be 
very difficult for His Honor to justify to 
himself or the public any omission to 
take cognizance of this grave charge 
preferred by Mr. Martin. We re]>e!it 
what has been said in these columns al- 
ready that it is not so much the guilt or 
innocence of Mr. Cotton with which we 
sre concerned, but that public opinion 
shoukl not bo debused by having it go 
abroad that a iniuistor of the Crown 
may be charged with the deliberate fal- 
sification of the records of the executive 
council, and yet lie permitted to remain 
in receipt of the whole revenue of the 
province and in charge of their disburse- 
ments also. 



HACK .STAND.S. 

We suppose hack stands arc necessary 
in a city like Victoria and that it would 
not ibe reasonable to insist that hacks 
should be compL-llcd to keop mov- 
ing all the time when on the street. 
Admitting tlie necessity for the stands, 
we think it Will also be admitted tliat 
the business centre of the city is not 
80 large that it makes any particular 
difference to any one dosirhiR to use the 
hacks where they are located. T\\e great 
objection to hack stands, as they exist 
in Victoria, is the stench arising from 
them. When the matter was under dis- 
cussion teforo, the Colonist inbisted that 
the hackmcn should be provided with the 
necessary facilities b.v the cit.v and 
ihoilld be compelled t<> keep the stands 
dean by wluicing them thoroughly at least 
once a day. This has not been done. 
The plan which the city council seems 
disposed to adopt and which will be be- 
fore that iKxiy on Monday night ieaves 
araJiable for the use of the luiekuien 
r.road street, whicli is not a broad street 
at all and passes along one side of the 
,InrK,eH|.,. hotel, in: the. city; View street 
w^lch.iiass'is 'irf<5re''the door of tRe'silme 
hotel',' thc'block'on- Port' strpet between 



Government and Langley and that on 
Yates - street between Government and 
Langley. We think serious objection 
will be taken to the permission proposed 
to be accorded hackmen to stand on the 
streets named. Wo dissent from the 
notion that a hack stand ought to be 
right under every body's nose 

By far the belter plan would be to 
' select some place, prepare it jiroperly for 
the purpose and compel the backs to oc- 
cupy it. What serious objection can 
be urged against devoting Port street be- 
tween Langley and Wharf to the hacks 
and Langley street froiui Bastion to 
Courtney V There are few residences 
here and comparatively few buildings of 
any kind. Fort street and ("kiurtney 
street have a natural slope towards 
Wharf and the whole section can be 
fasily sluiced and kept clean. It is con- 
Tcnient enough to business. If any other 
part of Uie city is selected, aurcly the 
council will see the necessity of properly 
preparing the surface and providing 
means for keeping it clean. Why should 
a hack stand in the open air, with plen- 
ty of fresli water arailable, he any more 
otrensive than a decently kept stable'/ 
Mr. Darling, the originator of what used 
to be caUed "gilt-edged butter," was ac- 
customed to say that he would not buy 
hutter from a man who did not keep hia 
stable as sweet smelling ns a dining 
room. 

OHIUSTIANITY. 

Last Sunday the Colonist siwke of tiio 
small and apparently uniutluential be- 
ginning of Christianity and th(! Mist in- 
llueuce which it has atUiined. The scien- 
tific method might well be applied to in- 
vestigating this marvellous development. 
The facts are known to every one. Alwut 
them there can be no dispute. Tho 
change from that tragic night in Jeru- 
salem when the disciples were scattered 
and the most belligerent of thorn all was 
denying with oaths that he ever knew 
Jesua of Nazareth, to the present day, 
when the followers of this same Jesus 
are numbered by millions and are the 
ruling people in the world, is so great 
that the imagination cannot grasp it. 
The fact is worth pondering over and 
bringing homo to every one's mind 
even at the risk of repotiUon of what 
may be thought to be trite. 

When artists wish to portray Jesus, 
deserted by all and left to fac« alone 
the anger of tlio priests and the cruelty 
of the Roman government, they are 
careful to surround his head with a halo, 
so as to make his divinity apparent. 
•This may be very well now, but it ought 
to be borne in mind that the bystanders 
saw no halo. Some of them saw in him 
jood friend whoso cause it was both 
dangerous .-uid hopeless to espouse; oth- 
ers saw in him one whose teachings en- 
dangered .their inlluenee with the people; 
others, like I'ilate, thought him a harm- 
less enthusiast, "I lind in him no harm 
at all," said the young Koinan governor. 
No one thought anything about his being 
inspired with ?veu a spark of divinity. 
The occasion seemed ri|H' to make a little 
.sport at his expense. So he was dressed 
up like a mock king, and it was thought 
so funny that Pilate and Heron, wUo had 
been bitter enemies, became good friends 
over It. Pllatc saw a good chance to 
tC.loh the conquered Jews a lesson, and 
when the Cnicilixioii took place he put 
an inscription over Jesus, which read: 
"This is the King of the .Tows." This 
did not please the Jewish authorities. 
Tliey did not like to have such a person 
dnbbod with such a title, and they pro- 
tested to rilale that what ought to have 
been written was: "lie saith '1 am Kiui; 
oC the Jews.' " l$ut I'ilate wanted to 
drive home the lesson of Koman suprem- 
ui y by earrying out the joke begun be- 
tween him and llerod, and so he or- 
dered the inscription to stand. You may 
search the whole tragic story ot tbe 
Crucilixion from beginning to end, and 
you will Und no suggestion of a halo 
in it, except at the very climax, wlien 
the voice of the dying Jesus breathed 
out that iiol)lest of all prayers: "Fatlicu- 
forgive I hem, for they know not wliat 
tliey do." Gel this thought firmly into 
your mind: That yon never saw a tramp 
preacher on the streets more utterly in- 
significant in the popular mind in com- 
parison with the proudest government of 
the day tlian Jesus of Nazareth was, 
f-o far as outward appearance went, 
when compared with the institutions 
which had brought nbout his death. 
When he exclaimed, with a loud cry, as 
the narrative says. "It is finished," 
those who heard him might be wcdl ex- 
cused for believing that his career and 
everything associated with it were ended 
in alKsolute annihilation. This is tlm first 
great fact to get hold ot in applying the 
scieiitilic method of inquiry to the nature 
of Christianity. 

It is scarcely necessary to speak of 
what Christianity is to-day. It is tin? 
gri'atest force now working for the bet- 
terment of humanity. It has changed 
the terrible barbarians ot the North, of 
whom muntion was made in these col- 
umns a few Sundays ago, from the most 
cruel and bloodthirsty monsters to tlie 
modern Anglo-Snxon. The institutions 
of mercy and educiition which are due 
to its inllnence .'ire innumerable. It is 
recognized as a vital force molding 
the lives ot individuals and the policy of 
communities and nations. This is the 
second great fact to be kept in mind. 

.N'ow what we want Is a working hy- 
pothesis to account for the tremendous 
chaiig(>. Are we not right in saying 
that the man who explains it by saying 
It Is due to a delusion writes himself 
down ns unworthy of notice? It is 
easier to accept the theories of the most 
superstitiouH and ignorant plantation 
preacher than the prctcusionH of the al- 
leged wiiidom that wowli bo disijose of the 
force iwhJch energizes Christianity."' Wo 
do' not 'proposG to. suggest the r ■working 
hypothesis, but to leave tbis to each 



reader. Hero wo have something which 

is doing more f'"' tlie amelioration of the 
condition of ujnnkind than any other in- 
Uucuco that bii-'^ been known. It is so 
potent that it overcoming the world; 
it HUits the needs of the monarch on his 
throne endeavoring to promoto the hap- 
piness of millions; It meets the wants of 
the poorest peasant in his hovel, lighting 
the battle of life under the most ad- 
verse circuuistunces. It is a good thing 
in life; it is a comfort in "the hour and 
tirticle of death;" it transforms men in 
their very natures; if its central pria- 
ciplu weri! given full scope !ind the doc- 
triuu of Jove became universally accepted 
this world woild become a paradise. 
Thcso are ascertained facts. They are 
just as well established as any fact in 
the Avorld of matter. Think out for 
youpscU' a wor'iing hypothesis that will 
account for tlicin. Uo nut bo misled or at- 
tracted by mere names. Search for the 
explanation; that is, acme explanation 
which commends Itself to your candid 
judgment. Terliaps when you have found 
ouc you will think it ridiciUously simple, 
too simple to he worthy of being called 
divine, but remember also that the di- 
vine 13 nearer os than most of us realize.

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Daring Deeds of Butte Pioneers 
in Troubleoiis Days of 
Oid. 



Bulte, Uoil., Aug. Butte has bo- 
cotue the metropolis of Montana, and a 
city of prino importance. Jobanncn- 
burg ii tJie only other city on the globu 
of tiyiiil int(!ri>st to Llie commerciul ;iiiti 
financial worlds. The lite blood of the 
■world's commerce being gold, to Jobun- 
nesburg must be given the credit of sup- 
plying the most prolific golden stream 
that has cTer flowed from the bosom of 
Motlier Ktrtb. Bulto liiis enriched the 
nation, too, with hoards of gold and sil- 
ver dug out of dl-s hiUs, but it is vast cop- 
l)er deponiUs that give it its oniiiue 
eition. The ebb aud tlow of its copper 
productioB is -rratched iu erery metal nud 
money cputre on either oontinoiit. A 
Boer aud Engli:ih war woald probably 
shut oil for yo;ii'.s ttip golden stream 
that now llows from bouLh Africa, Imt 
bUch a cutasLroplie would not derange 
the conimorce ol the world half aa much 
as would the result if tlie great copper 
mines of Butte were suddenly rendered 
barren and uaproductiTe. Were the 
Butte iniucs to close down for six mouths 
there irould be a copper famine iu Ku- 
rope and in Americu. Every indu^tnal 
centre am. the globe vroxiid be affected 
thereby t* « rerolutionriry extent, tor 
Btitte produces almost 25 per ceut. of 
the world's «o^per. Butte lis, therefore, 
ao industrial centre whose fortunes "are 
eiitwiued, aot -with those of Montana 
alone, but with the fortunes of the whole 
commercial aud industrial world. 

iXiie atery of its origin, its rise, its 
growth, and its wonderful deTclopment 
is not only •! natioual but of world-wide 
interest, and tho men who aided, guided 
or directed th«t development aud shaped 
the destinies of Butte are not only of 
local but .of international importance. 
And this story is einbrace<l in a span of 
less than a tiuarler of a ceutury. The 
site of the present city '25 years ago 
was a hamlet of wooden ohacks and 
cabins, where perhaiw 1,001) frontier folk 
had congregated. They had been drawn 
thither by the fame of Montana's gold 
fields, or ia search of adventure, or per- 
haps to escape immunity for past mis- 
deeds. Some of them had been hunters 
and trappers; a few liad led a charmed 
life through the dangers aud horrors of 
tile CiTil war, and others had been chas- 
ing the phantom of gold llirongli iho 
Rockies for a couple of decades, and 
were then delving for it iu tlie sands 
of the mountain stream that rolled along 
the foothills of Butto. The nearest rail- 
road was at Ogdeii, -100 miles away, nn<l 
Moutana'n couimunication with the out- 
side world was carried ou through stagi\s 
over roads where the brigand and the 
bandit Trere not uukuown, or ^y means 
of those picturesiiue sterii-wheel sti^amers 
of the Miaeouri, which have utterly dis- 
appeared before the iron horse of civil- 
ization. On tlie crests and slopes of 
the mountaias overlooking Butte pine 
trees crow and tlourished, anil eagles 
built their nests. But the pioniHTS had 
discoTerad quartz lodes whicli .showed 
traccB of gold and silrer, and from 
which tlipj- expected in time to reap 
a goldeu harveKt. Cliarlin IjaralM>e bad 
soTi^ral locations on theiie lode«, but he 
would gladly at auy time have exchang- 
ed any •ne sf them for a cayuse and 
a saddle, or for a week's board. Ghas. 
Wnrrea and Mile* i'^iuhMi were joint 
owiu'iu IB another claim, iii>w worth a 
fortune. The dual ownership did not 
.suit either, so thi>y aliook dio' to de- 
(Mde to whom it should il should bi'long. 
h'inlen, wiUi his Irish luck, won the 
mine, but had to iKiy for thi' drink.s, 
and Warren, at that time, thought he 
had the best of the bargain. Then Mar- 
cus IJaly, young, vigorous nud aggres- 
.sive, ai>])eare(l upon thi? scene, ami took | 
iiold of the Alice, a iitiartz .silver Imli' I 
;il)ov(.' on the hill, and liegaii developing I 
it for AVaiker Bros., of Halt I.nke. l>aly ! 
iiad the niiner.s' instinct or genius, and 
even then, when but little mori^ th:iu .'lO 
yetirs old, had hardly a jieer in experi- 
ence of mines or aliility in cli'V(rloi)ing 
them. With his advent began the de- 
velopmcnt of Butte's nn:ir;z mines. It 
^ras slow derelopment at lir.st, for trans- 
portatioa made rapid devidoi)ment iiu- 
poHaible. In July, ISTl!, Cliief Joseph 
v.'ua on the wur-path with his Indian 
'brares, and Dnrae Runun- fondold* tlio 
;-destrnctioB «f the mining camp of Butte. 
• GoTernor Potts, who then ruled the 
sparsely settled territory, issued a call 
to Irma, and every able-bodied mnn in 
..Bu^te mustered in to fight the foe. The 
:ciiiuater siiiswed 300, filled with a valor 
and aa eathnsiasra not unworthy of that 
either 300 •t deathless fame, who porish- 
. ed at Theratopylae. But our 300 of 1870 
knew little of - the tmde of war. They 
were expert shots, fearless riders and 
valiant men, but Chief Joseph led a 
brave and well-disdplincd horde. Among 
■ the Butte volunteers was one veteran of 
the Oivil war, whom fame credited wirti 
military genius and dauntless courage. 
This was Chns. S. W<nrren. He hn- 
,">an);ned the Butte battalion, bade them 
' 'evoke order from chaos, and nominated 
\V. A. Clark ns major ond chief. War- 
ren's olofjuonce evoked the . wildest en- 
thusiasm, and shouts rent the air, echo- 
ing iiniong tho liilltop.s and disturbing the 
ouglcs in their eyrie. Major Olnrk wiia 
as innoecnt of war ns poor Desdenioiiii 
before Othello related to lior tlie "ilaii- 
gerH" he had jjnssed. The Major, there- 
I'oro, nominated Warren his chief of sttin' 
and from that moment Qcncral Warren 
. became virtual lea<der, ' lirnrshal Ber- 



trand never worked for Napole(}n with 
more zeal and suct.'ess tJian Warren did 
undorMaJor Clark to equip the Butte 
battalion, and put it in 6hai>e for a cam- 
paign against Chief Joseph. The horde 
was then marching thn>ugh the Bitter 
Itoot valley, hastening towards the pass- 
ers leading to Wyoming, where it hoped 
to join other Indian tribes. W arren 
soon had the battalion finely mounted, 
and an ambulance and a commissariat 
sulllcient for an army corps. Ho had no 
money, but he issued warrants, sigm'd: 
"C. S. Warn n, Adjutant," and as .he 
marched througli the Deer Lodge val- 
ley the Warren warrants were exchang- 
ed with the ranchers for all the supplies 
and lu-Kuries which the genial chief of 
staff believed necessary for his brave 
aud patriotic troopers. Girard's liquor 
store, at Warm Springs, was looted 
from cellar to yarret to fill the ambu- 
lance chests, and it is said that for a 
.Year after the expedition marched 
through the valley not a turkey, goose or 
chicken could be seen. Warren's troop- 
rs had forcibly taken jiossession of ov- 
rything living and dead that was edible 
or driidiabli.. .Neither locusts nor In- 
liiins could have devoured the substance 
ol the valley so completely, and ail the 
onsolatioii that the owners received wn.s 
oundles of Warren warrants. 

But the boys of the Butte battalion 
Had a glorioius time. Bvery evening be- 
side their camp fires they enjoyed a bar- 
becue and toasted, iu cups of Girard's 
"best," the major and his incomparable 
chief <if start And be it remembered 
tliat in that battalion were many men 
who have since become famous, if not 
illustrious. John Noyes was there, cap- 
tain of one company, and James A. TiU- 
bott, captain of another. Ale.\. John- 
stone commanded another company, aud 
M illiam .McDermott was lieutenant to 
Captajii 'I'alhott, Patsie Clark, now of 
i^liokane, rose to theci ignity of sergeant, 
liut his two brothers, Denny and Jim, 
were full privates. Captain Talbott's 
company became the vanguard and took 
possesison of the pass in the Bitter lioot 
mountains, through which Chief Joseph 
actually came ten days later. Blit be- 
fore the rear guard could roach the pass 
an order was received from Governor 
i'otts for the battalion to return to Butte 
and disband. It is twenty-three years 
since that order was issued' but General 
Warren has not yet recovered from the 
rage and indignation to which, in him at 
least, it gave rise. Had that order never 
been issued, to Warren would have gone 
the di'athless fame which General ,lolin 
Gibbons achieved when two weeks later 
lie encountered and annihilated Chief 
Joseph ,'uid his warriors at the sanguin- 
ary battle of the Big Hole. The return 
march of the battalion was attended by 
events that ileservo to be chronicled by 
the pen of a Xen(jphon. Sports and 
banquets marked the scene of every biv- 
ouac and the line of march was marked 
for long by empty cans anij bottles and 
the bones of cattle slaughtered for the 
barbecue. 

For years the Warren warreats were 
bones of contention in i)olitics and in the 
law courts, nt they were finally settled, 
and to-day ai<> at a premium as iiiemen- 
toos of the most famous exiiedilion ever 
seen in the West. My muse fears to 
specuhite on what would have happened 
had (Jliief .loseph burst through the 
passes and fiillen upon the Clark and 
Warren troopers. In that event, the 
history of many a Northwestern state 
would most likely have lieen differeiit, 
fur th'- men who formed that expedition 
have iiad since then no small sliart 
shaping the fortunes of Washington, Ida- 
ho and Montana and even of the prov 
ince of British Columbia, 

Those frontier folks who formed the 
pioneers of Butte >(rcrc men of fine char 
acter :ind purpose, ns those must ever 
be who are the proeursors of advancing 
civilization. They were men who brav- 
ed the dangers and privations of the wil 
derness and transformed it. 'J'here was 
no cant or humbug nraoug such folks 
and even the parasites that chanced 
among them had outwardly to play the 
man. , 

Many of them have gone elsewhere. 
Charley Larabee took |5,000,000 wiiicli 
he made out of the Boston & Montana 
Company mines to the shores of I'uget 
Sound and there he is engaged in the 
upbuilding of Ii'nirhnven, one of the fu- 
ture cities of the Pacific Slope. Gen- 
eral Warren has transferred liis opera- 
tions to British Columbia and the gold 
fields of Northwestern Oregon. Others 
have trunsptnntcd themselves from the 
mountain slopes of BUttc to taste an old 
.igi' of rest and peace amid the orange 
groves of California or of Florida. 

Some are chasing fortirae anew amid 
the icy terrors of the Klondike, but oth- 
ers are still hero — merchant princes, 
bankers or mining nabobs — who love to 
sit round cosy winter firesides and tell 
of the golden days of their youth, with 
its adventures' and its poverty. W. A. 
("lurk, whose military career I have 
sketched aliove, now wears the logn of 
the scuatorsliip of the great republic. He 
has built a palace by the Hudson nt 
fabnlous cost, and la adorning it with 
art treasures \fit oply for the palaces of 
mighty monafchs; 

I am not sure but Senator Clark to- 
day ranks among the very few wealthi- 
est men on earth, for besides his enor- 
mous wealth in Butte he owns the Ignit- 
ed Verde of Arizona, apparently the most 
fabulously rich mine the world has ever 
known. .The necd5r..^»Ut sturdy pioneer 
who faced the wilderiieas a generation 
ago is now transformed into n Croesus, 
a senator, an art connoisseur, envied and 
courted for the power and iuHucco which 
his boundless wealth bestows. 

Marcus Daly Is," of course, as he ilc- 
Rcrvos to be, the mining king of Mon- 
tana. His career is more dramatic than 
even W. T. Clark's and he has a('(<)in- 
plished things Btrnuger than the uildest 
dreams of the romancer. He is the bead 
of the great "copper eombino which is 
contriving ..to-^rnipalgnmate all the mines 
of Butte into one colo.isal concern. Tliis 
Is n consummation which, from an ecnn- 
omie standpoint, is eminently desirable. 
If Marciia Dal.V winrls up his mining 
career by effecting this vost amalgama- 
tion, ho will crown that career by an 
Hchievcrticnt of , vast importance to the 
industrial world. But I. am not at all 
certain that it "willrbe given him to effect 



this achievement. He is showing signs 
of age. That constitution of iron. seems 
to be weakening under the.'strain that 
has rested on it for a generation "or more. 
The eye i.s as clear and the brtdn as ac- 
tive as ever, but I can. detect 'la Mr. 
Daly a longing for reiwse. In bis heart 
he is yearning for rest in the bosom of 
hi.s family, amid his parks, bis gaTdens, 
his groves, his cattle, his horses and his 
dogs. I'^rluno has rained upon him 
honor and boundless wealth and j^ven 
him a peerless wife, daughters that are 
good and beautiful and a son that: prom- 
ises to be like his fathei*, a...Idns amongst 
men. Who can blaine' Hlin If he longs 
to be with that family la the beauti^ll 
homew hich he, has built him in that 
valley overshadowed by the peaks of the 
mighty Bitter Root mountain? A half 
a century of toll, of la;bor oAid of great 
achievements dMCrves the reward such 
as awaits Marcus Daly In the bosom of 
his family in his Ideal home in the shad- 
ow of the Rocky mountains, and that is 
why I tllink Mr Daly wil! not crown his 
career by the achievement of merging 
into one jUI the mines of this marvellous 
mining camp of B"utto. This will nn- 
iloubtedly be accomplished, but its ac- 
complishment needs more years and vig- 
or and yontb and strength than Mr. 
Daly now has at hi.s disposal. Still he is 
a man of many sides jnid capaiile in the 
future, as in the past, of achieving the 
impossible. In my next letter I shall 
deal with this proposed aintUganiation 
from au economic, a business and a politi- 
cal standpoint.

Mii/.zle, very powerful and tapering to- 
\v:ird.-i the nose, which should be black and 
uf a good size. The Jaws should bo level 
aud the teeth S(inare, though the nose pro- 
jects Koniewhat over the mouth, which 
] gives the Inipro.-islon of the upper Jaw being 
I loni;er than the niuler one. 
I lOyes. set upart wide apart, dark brown or 
j hazel, small and piercing. 
I ICars, very small, prick or half prick. 
I Should be sbarp pointed, and the hair on 
I them should not' be long. The ears should 
I be free from any fringe on the top. Neck, 
short, thick and muscular, strongly set on 
I sloping shoulders, flhcst. broad and pro- 
I porllonately deep. Body of moderate 
length, rather Hat-sided, but well ribbed up 
and exceedingly strong In blnd-quarters. 

Legs and feet, both fore and hind legs 
should be short and very heavy In bone, 
the former being straight or slightly bent, 
and well set on under the body. The hocks 
should be bent, the thlgh.s very muscular, 
aud the feet strong, sniul! and thli'kly cov- 
ered Willi short iKiir. 

Tall should be about 7 luches long, car- 
ried with a slight bend, and never cut. Coat 
should bo rather short (about two Inches), 
intensely hard and wiry and very dense. 
Sire, about 14 to 18 pounds for n dog, ll! 
to 17 pounds for n bitch. Colors, steel or 
Iron gray, brindle, black, red, wheaten, yel- 
low or mustard color.

popularity Ih founded on Intrinsic merit, 
and cvery-day utility. In other words, he 
Is no lap dog, but a rough and ready work- 
er.
